The force 
which it exerts we call "magnetism" 
and let it go at that — just as we 
speak of "electricity," "personality" 
and "radio-activity," all of which are 
forces which puzzle science and, up 
to this time, have defied a clear ex- 
planation. 
The most logical explana- 


tion would appear to be that an elec- 
trically-treated piece of iron gives off 
a force analogous to 'that given off by 
a piece of radium in that it will af- 
fect other pieces of metal without 
materially lessening its own power. 


The name magnet is derived from 


the mineral "magnetite" and this, in 
turn, is so called because it was first 
discovered in Magnesia. Magnetite is 
a natural magnet, of which the load- 
stone is one of the best-known varie- 
ties.

According to the woman's story she got 


out of bed about 3 o'clock "under a spell," 
went downstairs, not having undressed, 
secured an axe and pried ofl the lid of a 
tool chest, in which her husband had lock- 
ed two revolvers out of her reach 
She 


took one of the weapons, returned to her 
husband's room, then, as her story goes 
she lay alongside her husband with the 
revolver in her pocket, and after lying 
there for a while, she claims, the myster- 
ious force compelled her shoot 
The bul- 


let entered Heagy's right breast and it is 
thot to have passed out the man's mouth 
during the hemmorrhage which caused his 
death. 


On hearing the shot Bevenour jumped 


from his b''d and rap to Heagy's room. 
He found Mrs. Ileagy clutching the re- 
volver and her husband holding her by 
the wrist and bleeding from the mouth. 
Bievenour snatched the gun fiorn his sis- 
ter's hand as Heagy, choking with blood 
and dying from the wound fell to the floor. 
The woman, in a frenzy ran screaming to 
another part of the bouse while Bievenour 
tried to aid his brother in-law.

winter has been spent at the home of her 
sister, Mrs, Anna Hagerman, West York. 
Monday her husband went down to York 
in his Ford automobile to fetch her. On 
the way between Hogstown and Abbotts- 
town she made an attempt to blow up the 
automobile by lighting papers with a 
match and trying to set off the gasoline. 
During the past winter Heagy was em- 
ployed at the mines of the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation at Bittinger. She told 
the officers that, she went to Madam Flor- 
ence, a woman who is said to specialize in 
fortune telling in York and was told, she 
said, that there was to be a change at her 
home in March.

behave diilerently, because it is the difference which strikes the superficial 
observer first, and which has been most used in the attempt to prove the 
ßu])erior purity of Anglo-Saxon morals. 


But French outspokenness would m)t bo interesting if it applied only 
to sex questions, for savages are out.^poken about those, too. 
The Fi'ench 
attitude in that respect iß interesting only as typical of the general intel- 
lectual fearlessness of France. 
She is not jtfraid of anything that con- 
cerns mankind, neither of pleasure and mirth nor of exultations and ag- 
onies.

'TVHE exact prinriple which causes a 
mnfcnet to take liold of metals and 
cliníí to them with a force which over- 
comes the principle of gravity is, liko 
electricity, one of the unsolved mys- 
teries of nature.

that a piece of iron which has been 
electrically treated will attract 
and 
hold various other metals. 
The force 
which it exerts M*e call '^magnetism"
